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Mysterious Glass That Nearly Blinded 
Him Has Made His Assist- 
ant Armless. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ORANGE, N. J., Aug. 1.—Experimenting 
with the X-ray in an endeavor to utilize 
its mysterious light in a business way has 
almost cost Thomas iA. Edison his sight. 

Charles Dally, an assistant, has had an 
arm amputated and probably will lose the 
other. 

It was when in the midst of experiments 
and at a time when success seemed to be 
within his grasp that Mr. Edison's sight 
began to fail. 

“| guess the rays are beginning to exert 
their influences on me,"’ he told Dally, ““go 
1 think toat you had better go on with 
the experiements alone for awhile.”’ 

This the assistant did and Mr. * Edison 

soon recovered his sight. He then went 
back to his experiments and one day the 
assistant told him he felt a strange, burn- 
ing sensation in his arms. 
_ A doctor examined it and found the rays 
had so paralyzed one arm it would have 
to come off. Mr. Edison tried to save for 
his assistant the use of the limb so he 
sent him to various famous surgeons. The 
arm continued to grow worse, however, 
and finally was amputated. 

While his assistant was having trouble 
with this arm, Mr. Edison's sight began 
to fail again. It grew steadily worse, and 
specialists were called in. He was ordered 
to stop experimenting with the X-rays at 
once. 

The physicians found that the focus of 
both eves was affected and things seemed 
much further away to Mr. Edison than 
they really were. After resting ior a time 
the sight was restored nearer to its normal 
condition, but the inventor has not been 
entirely cured. 

“My left eye is still out of focus,” Mr. 
Edison said today, “‘and I have about giv- 
en up experimenting with the X-ray. I still 
believe, however, that the discovery of the 
X-Ray and radium portend something big 
in the scientific field. Talk about tne dan- 
ger of experimenting with fluorescents. 
Why. my assistant’s one arm has been 
amputated, and now they are cutting off 
the other. bit by bit. 

“One day they cut another chunk off, 
and the pvor man may die from the ef- 
fects. I am lucky that I did not go blind 
while experimenting with them.”

MILLION SPINDLES 


Dear Cotton and Stagnant 
Cause Mill Owners to 
Go Slowly. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BOSTON, Mass., Aug. 1.—In cotton man- 
ufacturing circles in this city it is ex- 
pected that more than 2,000,000 spindles will 
be idle throughout the North during the 
month of August, due merely to the high 
prices in the cotton market and the hesi- 
tancy of purchasers to agree to any 
marked advance while any raw material, 
purchased before the rise, remains in the 
storehouses. 

The conditions in the cotton market have 
caused more inconvenience in Fall River 
than In any other manufacturing town in 
New England. For weeks hundreds of 
thousands of spindles have. been idle and 
entire corporations have found it advisable 
to shut down. 

About one-third of the 30,000 operativés In 
Fall River have been idle this week, but 
the outlook today was that not so many 
would be out of the mills next week, al- 
though the shutdown probably will affect 
about 700,000 of the more than 3,000,000 
spindles in Fall River. 

In Lewell, another leading mill center. 
the high price of cotton has not had any 
noticeable effect, on account of the long 
shutdown of six corporations during the 
strike of ithe operatives last spring. 

In Maine, mills at Lewiston, Lisbon and 


Brunswick wil shut down for two weeks.

_ Mr. Folk was escorted at once to the

He made 
the rounds while the crowd on the ground, 
quickly learning his identity, laughed and 
cheered. 

Tine program for the day announced din- 
ner following the baby show. In the in- 
terim Mr. [Folk was escorted about the 
grounds and introduced to scores of old 
settlers and their children.-: A. H. Kall- 
meyer, a banker and one of the best known 
men in the county, acted as his escort 
most of the time. 

While the tour of the grounds was go- 
ing on a dozen women unloaded as many 
big baskets of food and spread the con- 
tents over a big table. 


How St Louis 
Was Sold Ont. 


Mr. Folk and hig St. i.ouis friends ate 
at this table, the guests of the Old Set- 


tlers’ Association. They stood about the 
table, eating from pasteboard plates wiin 
knives, forks or spoons in approved pic- 
nic fashion. 

Just as dinner was over a shower, which 
had been threatening all the morning, be- 
gan, and for ha. an hour a downpour 
of rain drove the crowd to shelter. 

The trees of the grove in which the 
picnic was held furnished the chief pro- 
tection. Mr. Folk, surrounded by a party 
of ol. Tennesseans, now settlers of Mont- 
gomery county stood throughout the shower 
sheltered by three unbrellas and the trees 
from the rain. They talked about Ten- 
nessee, which is the circuit attorney’s 
Native state. 

Few of the crowd left during the storm, 
and many women stayed through the aftor- 
noon, although their dresses were drenched 
and bedraggied. 

|At 1:30 the rain stopped and the gun came 
out. There was at once a movement to- 
ward the speaker’s stand, and five minutes 
later the speaker had the floor. 

He’ was introduced by H. W. Johnson eas 
“one of Missouri's most distinguished men, 
and a man of whom she is proud.” 

His address, which lasted one hour, was 
devoted to a description of boodle condi- 
tions in St. Louis. * He described the various 
deuis which had been unearthed by which 
the members of both branches of the muni- 
cipal assembly secured thousands of dol- 
lars for themselves in exchange for public 
franchises. 

He told of the plan of the combine mem- 
bers in the municipal assembly to sell the 
courthouse and the city waterworks. 


Critical Time in 

State History. 

Missouri, he ssid, was no worse than 
any other state in its corruption. The ex- 


posures were beneficial for the people, who 
now know who the rascals are. AS a re- 
sult, however, he declared the present the 
most critical time in the history of the 
state. 

He described the sturdy wortn of Mis- 
souri citizenship and insisted that it rested 
with the voters to profit by the exposures. 

There was uo reference to politics, and 
as a campaign speech the address was a 
decided surprise to the crowd. 

It was a plain statement of facts, with- 
out any of the bursts of oratory that usual- 
ly go on the stump. There were no par- 
tisan attacks and no reference to party. 
It was more of a lecture than a campaign 
speech. 

Mr. Folk’s manner also was different 
from that of the campaigner. He spoke in 

’ a calm, easy voice, forcibly, but with dig~ 

‘nity. His sentences were meeetuibeytrames 
and telling. Most of the time smiled 
on his audience, but it was not a patroniz- 
ing smile. He did not crack any jokes or 
tell any funny stories, except as the boodle 
story was made humorous by the audacity 
of the boodlers. 


Crowd Was Above 


Campaign Average. 

The crowd, like the speech and the 
speaker, was unusual. It was not a typi- 
cal campaign audience. There were no 
wild, untimely cheers to interfere with the 
address. There was cheering, but it was at 
the right moment and in unison, indicating 
that the crowd understood and appre- 


ciated what it heard. 

The single impression created by the 
15,000 persons assembled was that of intel- 
ligence and noqpen*y- It was a well- 
dressed erowd. t was orderly, and the 
faces showed education. No rough ele- 
ment was to be found. 

When he rose to speak a tremendous 
cheer greeted him. It was as well given 
as if the audience had practiced for it. 
Telling points in his dress met with 
cheers and hand clapping. 

When he sat down several men called 
for three cheers and they were given with 
a vim which, as one of those who cheer 
said, “‘made the leaves in the grove shake."’ 

To the majority of the audience, who

“Therefore, be it resolved that the Old 
Settlers of Montgomery County, In annual 
reunion assembled, do indorse his every 
action and encourage him in his stupen- 
Gous undertaking and we hereby tender him 
our undivided aid and assistance in his 
every undertaking to promote the welfare 
of our imperial commonwealth and fully 
establish civic righteousness.”’ 


Father Coffey 
Boards Train. 


“Ir. Folk was followed by a public wed- 
ding, in which Mr. and Mrs. Joseph David- 


son celebrated their fifty-second wedding 
anniversary by a repetition of the cere- 
mony. 

Mr. Davidson is 79 and his 73 years old. 
They wore the clothes in which tnev were 
married 52 years ago. In the crdéwd which 
watched em were their 11 children, 23 
grandchildren and 3 great grandchildren. 

‘Mr. Folk was urged to stand near them 
on a platform but declined, saying he pre- 
ferred to be in the audience. 

He left for St. Louis at 4 o’clock on a 
train as crowded as that which brought 
him here. 

In the country near Pendleton the train 
was stopped to take aboard Rev. Father 
Coffey of St. John’s parish, St. Louis, and 
a company of the parish boys, who had 
broken a week's camp n the woods near 
a small lake. 

The circuit attorney entered the special 
car of the young campers, who set up a 
cheér and gathered about him to shake 
hands. 

Iie greeted each of them, and then sat 
down for a talk with Father Coffey, while 
the boys gathered about them. They were 
together for half an hour on the trip to 
St. Louis. 

Mr. Folk left the train before it reached 
St. Louis, going to the Glen Echo club in 
St. Louls County. 


MR. FOLK’S SPEECH, VERBATIM. 


Scores Boodlers of State and City and 
Points Way for People to Save 


the Commonwealth. 

Following is Mr. Folk’s speech to the 
Old Settlers at New Florence in full: 

“It was with much pleasure I found my- 
self able to accept the invitation to be 
present here today and address the old 
settlers of Montgomery and surrounding 
counties. The subject of good government 
is evidently not new in Montgomery Coun- 
ty, for I learn the first public building 
erected here was a jail and the next a 
courthouse. It seems that the order should 
have been reversed, but I take it punish- 
ment for crime was swifter in Missouri 
in those days than now. The old settlers 
of the county evidently belleved in en- 
forcement of law, for the first criminal 
case tried in the new courthouse was 
that of a young man charged with steal- 
ing his sweetheart’s shoes. What he 
wanted with her shoes the record does not 
say. Anyway, he was convicted and given 
29 lashes. So beneficial was the example 
to other evil-doers of like character that 
the crime has not been repeated in the 
county since—at least there has ‘been no 
one else indicted for the offense. Serious- 
ly though, when I read of this case in 
the history of the county, I could not help 
but imagine what those people would have 
done to the latter-day boodlers who clean 
out whole municipal larders and plunder 
the people of an entire atate. 


Early Settlers 
Were Sturdy Race. 


“The early settlers who developed the 
great West were a sturdy and honest race. 
They were the immediate descendants of 
the founders of the republic, and were 
imbued with the spirit of their forefath- 
ers, They realized the value of the gov- 
ernmental heritage vouchsafed to them by 
the heroic efforts of the men of the revo- 
lution. They were patriotic and believed 
in the stability of their government. Hon- 
orable and great men were their trusted 
leaders, whom they loved, almost re- 
vered. The charge of dishonesty on the 
part of those intrusted with power or 
place was rarely ff ever heard. Men 
strived in the pathway of laudable ambi- 
tion for the respect, honor and confidence 
it brought them in the esteem of their 


ences of opinion on important questions of 
public policy, and on matters of that kind 
partisanship often ran high, speculation in 
public office was practically unknown. As 
times progressed this faith in the honesty 
of public servants among the great masses 
continued. They were oblivious to the 
sowing of the seeds and the gradual de- 
velopment of corruption. Especially was 
this true of the rural districts; for, after 
all, it must be admitted that the germs 
of corruption have begun in the populous 
centers. 


Bribery Not in 


Cities Alone. 

“At length the unpleasant truth dawned 
and the knowledge spread that cor- 
ruption had entered into the sacred pre- 
cincts of municipal government that 
places of honor and trust were be 
being made the avenues for venality and 
were being disgracefully prostituted for 
criminal purposes. The revelations star- 
tled all good pople, yet the belief was 
general that these conditions were con- 
tined to the cities. Another awakening 
took place and the voice of condemnation 
arose throughout the state. Investigation 
revealed the fact that corruption had 
spread its cancerous growth to the coun- 
try; that some of the most trusted and 
respected representatives. had forgotten 
their high commission and become in- 
volved in the meshes of greed. This was 
astounding to the people of a great state 
who had been taught to believe in the 
integrity of those in official position. 

“Missouri is a grand state and peopled 
by noble men and,women. Nowhere is 
honesty held fm higher regard in the 
hearts of the people. Here honest blood 
is royal blood, and manhood is the only 
patent of nobility. The title of a Mis- 
souri citizen is a proud one, but it carries 
wtih it responsibilties as well as _ privi- 
leges.. Each citizen owes a political duty 
to his state, as well as financial. Civic ob- 
ligations are as morally binding as taxes, 
and he who avoids them is no better thun 
the tax dodger. Indeed the chief re- 
sponsiblity of citizenship is the duty of 
taking part in the selection of those who 
represent the people in official capacity. 
The people are sovereign and have it in 
their power to correct public evils, or by 
indifference allow them to go on. Through 
ignorance of existing conditions the people 
may innocently go wrong, but toleration 
of known abuses is criminal. 

“If the people desire good government 
they can get it, for they are supreme. 
There are many honest public servants in 
Missouri; there are many who have come 
through the fiery ordeal of investigation 
unharmed and unashamed. There are also 
many officials in Missouri who have been 
conscienceless, and their cupidity has been 
such as to shock the civilized world. These 
and their allies have fastened themselves 
like vampires on the state, and it will re- 
quire the best efforts of good citizens to 
dislodge them. 


The Causes 


of Bribery. 

“These conditions are the outgrowth of 
the commercialism of our times. In the 
one great sentiment of civic honor we are 
behind the days of our forefathers. The 
desire for luxury or of the mania for 
speculation has caused a departure from 
the divine injunction ‘In the sweat of thy 
face shalt thou eat bread.’ Too many 
men seek wealth without the corresponding 
inclination to labor for its achievement. 
Pdlitical commercialism thas taken the 
place in many men’s minds of patriotism. 
public office is held too often merely as a 
means of earning a livelihood easier than 
in private life. We need more of the pa- 
triotism of peace in private and publio life. 
There must be a revival of civic righteous- 
ness in state and municipal affairs. 


Like a Tale From 
the Arabian Nights. 


“The revelations of offictal corruption 
in St. Louis and Missouri reads like a 
tale from the Arabian Nights. Officials 


elected to represent the interests of the 
city betrayed their trust and sold them- 
selves for gain. Combines were formed in 
the House of Delegates and City Council. 
These combines held regular meetings in 
due parliamentary form. Prices were 
fixed on all ordinances of any value 
prices not for the city. but to go into 
the itching palms of these public pilfer- 


ers. 

“There is today locked up in two safe do- 
posit boxes in the city of St. Louis one 
corruption fund of $135,000, which has been 
used as evidence in court. This was put up 
by the legislative agent of a street frail- 
road company, in response to a demand 
from members of the Municipal Assembly, 
as bribes for their votes in passing a fran- 


chige ordinance. 
“For another franchise, $250,000 in 
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Suspenders. 


| bribes was paid te the members of the 
preceding assembly. This franchise was 
afterwards sold for $1,250,000, but the 
city received not a cent. Twenty-three 
of the 28 members of the House of Dele- 
gates took bribes of each fer this 
franchise. Seven members of the Council 
obtained from $10,000 to $17,500 each for 
their votes. 

“One councilman was given $25,000 to 
vote against the franchise, and nafter- 
wards accepted $50,000 to vote in favor of 
it. He returned the $25,000 to the man 
who gave it to him, saying he did not be- 
lieve he could ‘honestly’ » #4 it without 
‘earning’ it by giving his vote in accord- 
ance with the terms of purchase. Upon 
reflection he likewise sent the $50,000 back 
with the hope of getting more. He finally 
voted for the ordinance with the expecta- 
tion and under promise of obtaining $100,- 
000 for his vote. His friend, the promoter, 
disappointed him by leaving the oity early 
the next day without paying him. More 
in sorrow than in anger the official tracked 
tne promoter to New fork, and after 
much difficulty succeeded in obtaining 
$5000, but not until the promoter had him 
sign a certificate of character saying, ‘I have 
heard rumors in St. Louis that you paid 
members of the Assembly for their votes. 
I want to say that I am in a position to 
know, and I do know, that you are as far 
above-offering a bribe as I above re- 
ceiving one.’ This was literally true, as 
the official had taken bribes right and left, 
and the nig angen had poodled on a - 
gantic scale in getting his bill through §e 
Municipal Assembly. 


Councilmen Got 
Regular Salary. 


“Seven members of the Council, elected 
to serve the people at a salary of $300 


a year, were paid a regular salary of 
85000 yearly to represent corporate in- 
terests. A lighting bill was bribed 
through the House of Delegates for $47.- 
500. The bargain was made right on 
the floor of the House. The money was 
given to one of the members, and after 
the meeting they met in the home of 
one of their number. where the ‘ple’ was 
cut and the money divided, while th: 
host merrily sang to his uw: accompani- 
ment the old song of ‘Home, weet 
Home.’ Nineteen members of another 
House of Delegates obtained $2000 each 
as bribes for their votes on still another 
franchise. Indeed no bill of consequence 
pnased the Assembly for vears uniess the 
members were paid for their official ac- 
tion. Schedules of bribe prices were es- 
tablished, ranging from a few hundred 
dollars for passing a svwitch bill to a 
hundred thousand dollars for a railroad 
franchise. 

‘‘Men would run for a seat in the municli- 
pal assembly with the sole object of makin 
money by the prostitution of thelr posi- 
tion. The scheme of corruption was sys- 
tematic and far-reaching. @® people were 
osreless; the public conscience was asie¢ep. 

“These city legislators went on with ut 
hindrance. They devised a scheme of sell- 
ing the waterworks, which belonged to the 
city ,for $15,000,000, the works being worth 
about $40,000,000. They planned to get $100,- 
0”) apiece for their votes on this. ‘She pro- 
posed sale failed because of a wise rrovi- 
sion of the city charter forbidding uncon- 
ditional alienation, 


Tried to Sell 
the Courthouse. 


‘Then their gloating eyes fell on the old 
Courthouse with the gilded dome. They 
thought of seiling that. They hoped to ob- 
tain $100,000 apiece for their votes on this. 
They were going to give the Courthouse 
axey that is, the city was to get rotning 
fom it except two top stories free of rent 
in @ large office building to be erected. 
This failed by reason of the title to the 
ground limiting the use to courthouse pur- 
poses, else to revert to the original owners. 

“Then they concluded to seil the Union 
Market, but the market men had consider- 
able political influence. With this and the 
Sum of $20,000 they raised and. piuid the 
members, they succeeded in stopping the 
sale. Then came the exposure. Row sume 
of these representatives are fugitives from 
putstes in foreign countries; others have 
urned state’s evidence, the remainder have 
faced juries and 18 of these givers sand 
takers of bribes have received sentances 
ranging from two to seven years in the 
penitentiary. 

“Doesn't it seem strange that a free 
people should elect thieves to be the 
makers of their laws? If these things had 
taken place in the medieval ages we 
would have marveled at it. What must 
we think when we reflect that all this 
occurred in the great metropolis of our 
own state in our own town? Such is the 


eity, 

‘Slave you In the country done much 
better in selecting your representatives? 
The HMeutenant-governor of the state has 
confessed to more boodling than it was 
thought possible for one man to commit. 

“The honor of the state has been ped- 
died ground by the seekers of bribes in 
return for official influence. 

“The Meutenant-governor himeelf dis- 
(tributed bribe money amongst certain 
senators. 

“Thousand dollar bills have been 
caught sight of here and there, with 
senators in hot pursuit. Lawmakers 
have confessed to boodling extending 
through a period of 12 years, indicating 
that legislation has been bought and 
sold like merchandise. 


“Driftwood” Is 
Coming Down. 


“When business was dull these repre- 
sentatives of the people would send one 


of their number to start the ‘driftwoou 
down the legislative stream. They would 
be delighted to receive a message from 
their emissary: ‘River rising fast; drift- 
wood coming down; be here tomorrow.’ 
‘Driftwood’ was their word for bribe 
money. Yet these officials considered 
themselves honest. 

“Ie is relnted of a senator that he sold 
his vote on a pending measure for $500, 
receiving the bribe in one bill. He took 
the train on his way home. Having to 
ride all night, he engaged a sleeping car. 
While he was asleep the porter stole his 
purse containing the $500 bribe money. 
When the senator awoke the next morn- 
ing and discovered his loss he was indiz- 
nant, Suspecting the porter he had that 
person called before him and accused of 
the larceny. The porter became fright- 
ened, confessed and returned the money. 
The senator handed the porter a $5 bill, 
saying: ‘I could send you te the peni- 
tentiary for thia, but I will not do so. 
Instead I give you this advice, which you 
should keep in mind the rest of your life; 
wherever you may be, under any and all 
circumstances, remember that honesty is 
the best policy.’ 

“These are only a few instances of cor- 
ruption. I cannot in this brief address, 
more than give a faint idea of the real 
rottenness that existed. The story of cor- 
ruption in St. Louis and Missouri, as re- 
vealed by sworn testimony, would fill vol- 
umes. 

‘These revelations should bring the blush 
of shame to honest citizens for having 

ermitted such a state of affairs to exist. 

Vhere will the end be? Will the people 
rule, or will they supinely permit them- 
selves to be further fleeced until the time 
comes when it will be too late to protest? 


Other Cities 
Are as Bad. 


“St. Louis and Missouri are but two types 
of what some other cities and states are if 
they were exposed as corruption has been 
laid bare here. There are many problems 
confronting the American people today, but 
there is none more serious than the sub- 
ject of the eradication of bribery. Other 
questions concern the functions of govern- 
ment, while bribery undermines the tounda- 
tion of government itself. 

“Under our form of government all au- 
thority is vested in the people and by them 
delegated to those wbo represent them. 
Every power possessed by an official be-

takers of bribes are the enemies of the 
Republic, the greatest enemies we have 
to deal with today, for when legislation be- 
comes a commodity the liberties of the 
people will be lost. Officials are trustees 
of an as trust, to be administered for 
the public good, 

“Too many office holders do not realize 
they are the agents of the ple, actirg 
in a fiduciary capacity; they have no more‘ not 
right to use their official powers for per- 
sonal gain or to repay personal obligations, 
than they would have to put their hands 
into the public treasury to pay a private 
debt. I hope to see the day come in Mis- 
souri, and all over the land of ours, 
when official integrity will be held as 
sacred as female virtue, and as zealously 
guarded.

“There are those who deplore the ex- 
posure of corruption on the ground that it 
injures the city or state. No community 
can be hurt by the enforcement of law. 
Corruption cannot be cured by hiding it. 
ners is no secret remedy Known for it.

Sudhoff and Wild Bill 
Will Fight It Out. 


In order to give the fans a chance to get 
properly ‘‘set’’ for the battle, Sudhoff and 
Donovan will officiate in the second game, 
Siever and Muliim being booked to work 
in the curtain raiser. There is great rival- 
ry between these last two. Both were 
pitchers on the Detroit Club last year, but 
were not friends. Mullin tanned Siever in 
their first clash this year, but the Grand 
Trunk fireman returned the compliment a 
few days later in Detroit. This will be 


their third meeting. Next to Sudhoff, Siever 
is pitching the best ball for the Browns 
and, as he is not exactly in love with sev- 
eral members of the Michigan team, he 
will extend himself to win. 

Concerning the strained relations between 
the St. Lotis and Detroit clubs, there are 
several stories which have never broken 
into print. 

It ‘will be recalled that Siever pitched 
but one game on the Browns’ first Eastern 
trip and thereby hangs a tale. 

The reason Siever could not take his turn 
in the box for nearly two weeks was that 
he was unable to ene a ball owing to a 
gash on the second joint of his index fin- 
ger, which was’contracted by a collision 
between the afordsaid hand and the front 
teeth of one Fred Buelow, an ex-Cardinal, 
now catching for Detroit. Siever and Bue- 
low formed one of the Detroit batteries 
last season, but didn’t Mocha and Java a 
little bit. 

The encounter referred to took place in 
a railroad station at Detroit in June when 
the Browns and Detroits started on their 
first trip East. Buelow applied epithets and 
abuse to Siever in the presence of mem- 
bers of both teams and finally rushed on 
the big southpaw. Siever made -no reply 
to the abuse. When Buelow had advanced 
about 10 feet he suddenly stopped and 
faded wee & Siever had shot out his left 
hand and his knuckles caught the Detroit 
man squarely in the mouth. Buelow 
alighted on his head and shoulders against 
an iron railing. 

The players prevented further trouble 
and the incident was closed for the time, 
but trouble is still brewing. The gash 
caused by Buelow’s teeth put Siever out 
of the game for awhile. Siever and Mul- 
lin do not speak except during a game. 
Another stick of fuel was added to the 
flame last week when Charley Hemphill 
and “Rube” Kissinger wanted to settle 
an argument under the Marquis of 
Queensbury rules, 

Added to this is the Elberfeld trouble, 
which resulted in Manager McAleer 
hes gem SB Manager Ed Barrow of the De- 
troit club a few weeks ago. Barrow was 
credited with the statement that McAleer 
had tampered with Elberfeld, and that 
the latter had become dissatisied with 
his berth on the Detroit club. He inti- 
mated that Elberfeld had “thrown” two 
or three games to St. Louis, but denied 
the statement when McAleer taxed him 
with it. When Elberfeld was relased, 
the St. Louis club attempted to secure 
him, but Owner Angus of Detroit refused 
to sell the little shortstop to the Browns 
et any price, and he was traded to New 

ork. 


The Browns have vastly improved 
since returning to the West, and are hit- 
ting once more. Hunter Hill, the new 
third baseman, is finding the ball, and 
“Bilent Joe’ Martin, who was secured 
from the ashington club in exchange 
for Barry MeCormick, is playing such a 
good allround game that he has dis- 
placed Hemphill, the idol of the Browns’ 
admirers last season.

The editorial complained of was written by 
J. M. Shepherd and published in his paper, 
the Warrensburg, Mo., Standard-Herald, on 
June 19, 1903. The supreme court adjudged 
Mr. Shepherd in contempt and fined him 
$300 and costs, a total of $527.30. Citizens 
promptly paid the editor's fine. 

Editor Cundiff of the Sedalia Capital 
reprinted the editorial and was fined $1 
and costs. 

The editorial which formed thé basis 
of the contempt charge is here reprinted 
as a part of the court record in the case. 
It read: ' 

THE OGLESBY CASE. | 

When a citizen of Missouri stops long 
enough to think of the condition of affairs 
in his State, it 1s enough to chill his blood. 
A grandjury in Cole County has just found 
indictments against four members of the 
highest lawmaking body in the State, and 
the St. Louis grandjury has heard evidence 
within the past few months that, if it had 
the necessary jurisdiction, would have in- 
dicted many other members of the State 
senate. 

The Missouri citizen has also seen the 
Cole County grandjury dissolve before the 
work mapped out for it was hardly begun, 
on the advice of the attorney genera! of 
the State. They also see the chief execu- 
tive sitting passively at his office in the 
stetehouse, not making a move to bring to 
justice the men who have been proven 
guilty of boodling in the Missouri legis- 
lature by the St. Louis grandjury, but 
over whom the authorities of that city 
have no jurisdiction. 

And now, as the cap-sheaf of all this 
ecrruption in high places, the supreme 
court has at the whip-crack of the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad, sold its soul to the cor- 
pcrationg and allowed Rube Oglesby to 
drag his wrecked frame through this life 
without even the pitiful remuneration of a 
few paltry dollars. Learned men of the 
law @ay that Rube Oglesby had the best 
damage suit against a corporation ever 
taken to the supreme court. 

This very tribunal, after reading the evi- 
donce and hearing the arguments of the 
attorneys, rendered a decision sustaining 
the judgment of the lower court, which de- 
cision was concurred in by six of the seven 
members of the court. This is usually the 
end of such cases, and the decision of a 
gupreme court once made, usually stands. 
But not so in the Oglesby case. 

Three times was this case, at the re 
quest of the railway attorneys, opened for 
rehearing, and three times was the judg- 
ment of the lower court sustained. But 
during this time, which extended over a 
period of several years, the legal depart-

railroad attorney to the supreme bench, 
and when that body was to the satis- 
faction of the Missouri Pacific, the on- 
Siaught to kill the Oglesby case began. ‘A 
motion for @ rehearing was granted, and 
at the hearing cf the case it was reversed 
on an error in record of the trial court, and 
was sent back for retrial. That was in 
the early part of the year of 1902. The 
cise Was tried in Sedalia before Circuit 
Judge Longan, one of the ablest jurists in 
the state, and we have been informed that 


no error Was allowed to creep into the} 


record at the second trial. Again the jury 
rendered judgment in favor of Oglesby for 
$15,000, and again the case was appealed 
to the supreme court. 

An election was coming on and the rail- 
road needed yet another man to beat the 
Oglesby case. The Democratic nominating 
convention was kind, and furnished him in 
the person of Fox. (he raeilnoad, backed 
by four judges on the bench, allowed the 
case to come up for final hearing, and Mon- 
day the decision was handed down, re- 
versed, and not remanded for retrial. 

The victory of the railroad has been com- 
plete and the corruption of the ‘supreme 
court has been thorough. It has reversed 
and stultified itself tn this case until no 
Sane man can have any other opinion but 
that the judges who concurred in the opfn- 
lon dismissing the Oglesby case have been 
bought in the interest of the railroad. 
What thope have ordinary citizens of Mis- 
sourl for justice and equitable laws in 
bodies where such open venality is prac- 
ticed and how. long will they stand it? 

The corporations have long owned the 
legislature, now they own the supreme 
court, and the citizen who applies to either 
for justice against the corporations gets 
nothing. 

Rube Oglesby and his attorney, Mr. O. L. 
Houts, have made a strong fight for justice. 
They have not got it. The quivering limb 
that Rube left beneath Yne rotten freight 
car on Independence hill, and his blood 
that stained the right-of-way of the soul- 
less corporation, have been buried beneath 
the wise legal verbiage of a venal court, 
and the wheels of the juggernaut will 
continue to grind out men’s lives, and a 
crooked court. will continue to refuse them 
and their relatives damages, until the time 
comes when. Missourians, irrespective of 
politics, rise up in their might and slay 
at the ballot box the corporation-bought 
law makers of the state.

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THE OGLESBY-SHEPHERD CASE. 

On another page will be found an account in detail of the 
now famous Oglesby damage case against the Missouri Pa. 
cific Railway Co., which gave rise to the contempt proceedings 
in the Supreme Court against Editor Shepherd of Warrens- 
burg. The facts are published to enable the reader to under- 
stand and judge for himself. 

The salient facts may be briefly stated: Rube Oglesby, a 
Missouri Pacific brakeman, obtained a verdict and judgment 
for $15,000 for personal injuries. The case was appealed to 
the Supreme Court, which affirmed the judgment of the trial] 
court. Two rehearings were granted with the same result. A 
third time the railroad company asked for a rehearing with 
better success. The case was reversed and remanded. Another 
verdict and judgment for the plaintiff were followed by a sec- 
ond appeal, which resulted in reversal. : 

More briefly, the case was twice appealed. Four times did 
the court affirm the judgment, once the judgment was re- 
versed and the case sent back for retrial, and finally on sec- 
ond appeal the judgment was reversed and the case concluded 
A motion by Oglesby’s attorneys for a rehearing is now pend- 
ing.

Rather strangely the new activities of 
the college-bred woman Incline to the occu- 
pations of her grandmothers—such as 
bread-making, laundry work and the houge- 
hold utilities.

These young bakers bake 9 loaves at @ 
time, and make three kinds of bread—a 
health variety from a formula purchased 
from a New York physician, cream bread 
and whole wheat bread. The health bread 
Mrs. William Dean Howells says saved her 
life, and the department of chemistry at 
Washington hag pronounced it the only 
bread ever analyzed there that is free of 
yeast when done. 

The knowledge of chemistry which these 
collegé6 girls obtain in college is generally 
applied to bread-making. Sometimes it is 
applied to scientific laundry work, aa in 
several instances in thig state. 

Some of the Wellesley girls, from having 
organized a scientific tea room and restau- 
rant in the college, have branched out into 
keeping public restaurants, and ft is well 
understood that these college-bred girls 
cannot be beat for making bread and for 
good cooking generally. 

Some of the college girls have started em- 
ployment offices, with intelligent ideas of 
what housekeepers want. In fact, the col- 
lege girle are applying their education to: 
useful employments. This is the true pur- 
pose of education. Let the good work go 
on.

The -American or International Rail- 
Way project has had a long wait. Its turn 
seems now to be coming. 

The broad events which are converging 
and are focusing the Intercontinental Rail- 
way project as a measure of the not re- 
mote future are easily seen. Among them 
are the changes of a political character 
which have come since the results of the 
Spanish-American war established the in- 
ternational relation of the North American 
Republic to its neighbors on the) south. 

Then there is the coincident fact of New 
York striving successfully for supremacy 
as the money center of the world. The 
$600,000,000 American gold which has gone 
into Mexico hes overfiowed naturally in 
that country into railway building, and it 
is a simple process for it to flow on south 
with fine geographical current. 

A final, determinate and positive factor, 
and one which gives promise of the earliest 
results, is the construction of the isthmian 
canal. With this government enterprise 
under way there is the certainty of pri- 
vate projects for exploitation and develop- 
ment, and of these railways on either side 
of the canal reaching out into Central 
America and into Colombia are sure to be 
the outcome. They will form links In the 
Pan-American route. 

Thirty years ago and more 3 United 
States consul in South America, Hinton 
Rowan Helper, began the agitation for a 
three Americas’ railway. Others also took 
up the idea. When James G. Biaine’s 
dream began t@ take form and the First 
International Conference of American 
States was held in Washington in 1889-00, 
the Pan-American railway project was 
strongly urged by him. 

This conference at first step recom- 
mended an international survey. President 
Harrison, in ful] sympathy with Mr. Blaine, 
approved the project as vast but practi- 
cable, and recommended to Congress the 
appropriation necessary for this purpose, 
which was made. This fund was supple- 
mented by the various governments. 

With this authority, threé corps of engi- 
neers were placed in the field under the 
@irection of a commission of which Mr. A. 
J. Cassatt of the Pennsylvania raflroad 
was chairman. The surveys were made un- 
der the immediate supervision of William 
F. Shunk, eminent in his rpofession. The 
results were embodied in a series of re- 
ports, which covered the territory from the 
northern border of Guatemala, and along 
the Andes to the nothern frontier of the 
Argentine Republic. Estimates also were 
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made for projected surveys and conpec- 
tions with the rallway systems of Brazil 
and Paraguay, as well as for a branch 
across fromColu mbia to Venesuela sea- 
ports. 

When the Second International Ameri- 
can Conference met in Mexico in the win- 
ter of 1901-02, the Intercontinental! railway 
was a leading theme. Reports showed that 
the international survey in several in- 
stances was being used as the basis for 
railways under construction, and in other 
instances it was being tested for variations 
and branch fceders which might prove use- 
ful in the development of natufal resources. 
it was shown that the Mexican system was 
almost complete, and that the time was not 
far off when New York, Chicago or San 
Francisco would be in direct communica- 
tion by rail with the heart of Central 
America. Other information told how the 
gaps were being@closed in South America. 

Since these reports were made the line 
from Cordoba, ear Vera Cruz, has been 
completed to a junction with the Tehuante- 
pec Isthmian railway, and the Mexican 
government is pushing the construction of 
the Pan-American line from San Geroni- 
mo south toward the Guatemalan border. 
When this work is a little further advanc- 
ed, the Guatemalan government will take 
steps to close up the gap of 3 miles nec- 
essary to bring ite railway system to the 
frontier of Mexico. 


The government of the Argentine Repub- 
lic has pushed the building of its railway 
lines from Jujuy, formerly the northern 
terminus, till they are now close to the 
boundary of Bolivia, and Bolivia also is 
encouraging the extension of Ks system 
south along the route of the Intercontinen- 
tal survey so as to connect‘with the Argen- 
tine system, Chill, which has a most ex- 
tensive railway network, is encouraging the 
trans-Andean project that will bring San- 
tlago into through rail connection with 
Buenos Ayres. Peru is also having an era 
of ral'way Dbullding. some actual, more in 
prospect. By the end of the present year 
it is likely that the gaps between New York 
and Buenos Ayres on the Intercontinental! 
route will not aggregate more than 4700 
miles, as against 5200 miles when the last 
reports were made. 

This is the status of the subject as it 
exists today. No illusions cloud it. The 
broad fact is that the government of the 
United States and the governments of the 
other republics are disposed to work in 
unison, and with this co-operation and en- 
couragement the links in the Intercontl- 
nental American railway gradually may be 
welded together.

Then his two half brothers, Tyler 
and William Howe, invented the spring 
bed and the truss bridge. Bilas Howe was 
born September 9, 1819, and in May, 144i, 
patented his machine. In less than @& 
years it has become such a necessity that 
the standard sole-fastening machines, are 
made every year, and one factory alone 
employs 6000 mechanics and over 12,000 per- 
sons in business offices and sales agencies. 
All New England should be especially 
gratcful to Howe, for through him the 
shoe trade was raised to its present impor- 
tance.

Statistics of attendance in the leading 
universities of the country for the present 
year show that while the great univers!- 
ties which rest upon private foundations 
take the lead, they are olosely fol- 
lowed by the state universities of the 
Middle West. By these ,statistica, Har- 
vard has 5.468 students; Columbia, 5,352; 
Chicago, 4,296. The State University of 
Michigan comes next with 3,764, followed 
by California, 3,606; Minnesota, 3,606; and 
Ilinois, 3,288. The privately endowed Unl- 
versity of Cornell has 3,231, after which 
comes the State University of Wisoonsin 
with 2,484. The Northwestern university, 
on private foundations, shows ae total of 
2,875. The ancient institutions of Yale 
and Pennsylvania are closely pressed in 
numbers by the young State University of 
Nebraska, which has 2,289. Both Indiana 
university and the University of Misgour! 
surpass Princeton and Leland Stanford 
in numbers, and have more than double 
the attendance of Johns Hopkins. W'¢@n 
it Is remembered that but a few years 
ago ambitious students in search of higher 
education flocked in great numbers from 
the Middle West to the eastern inet.tu- 
tions, the significance of this showing is 
still more highly emphasized.

WHIRLPOOL RAPIDS 
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NEW YORK, Aug. 1—Another athlete 
has devaloped the courage to attempt to 
swim the Niagera rapids, the waters that 
dashed out the ‘life of brave Capt. Webb, 
the English swimmer, who tried to breast 
them sé€veral years ago. He is J. W. 
Glenister, a New Yorker, obrn in this city 
28 years ago. The attempt will be made 
on a day between August 8 and 16, the ex- 
act date being withheld to 1 abeeeny police 
interference. 

lf records count for onthnn Glenister 
has one that bespeaks him as possessed of 
skill and sand, but he is contemplating a 
feat that will require all of the qualities he 
has and more, too. He feels confident of 
his ability and strength, and with two 
weeks’ training believes he will be fit to 
tuke the water. 

“I know that Webb lost his life in the 
attempt to swim the rapids,’’ said Gienis- 
ter to-day, ‘“‘but I am confident that 1 can 
do it, and if I were not 1 wouldn't be such 
a fool as to take the chance. I shall keep 
to mid-channel, where there are no rocks, 
and €xpect te accomplish the feat in from 
10 to 15 mjnutes, for you know that the 
water runs 22 miles an hour at that point.

Great Crowds in St. Peter’s Square See 
the Smoke Curl Up From Vatican 
Pipe, Showing Cardinals Have Not 
Made Election. 


RAMPOLLA LEADS WITH 20 
VOTES; VANNUTELLI HAS 12 


Two More Votings Will Be Held To- 
day, but Prevalent Belief Is That 
Sacred College Will Not Reach an 
Agreement Until Monday. 


ROME, Aug. 1.—The first day of the con- 
clave has ended and no pope hus been 
elected. Both this morning and this after- 
noon all the members of the Sacred (Col- 
lege, except Cardinals Herreo y Espinosa, 
(retoni, Langenioux and Coullie, who were 
confined to their cells by illness, entered 
the Sistine Chapel. where, after the sol- 
emn ritual appointed for the occasion, they 
droped their ballots into the chalice. 

That these gave to no candidate the nec- 
essary 42 votes was made known to Rome 
and to the world by the smoke of burning 
ballots, which from the chapel. 

Tomorrow the cardinals will vote again, 
both in the morning and afternoon, but 
what are the chances of their arriving at 
a decision before Monday none can tell. 

Tt was reported this evening that the 
Rampolla party was in the ascendant, it 
this cannot be taken as any idicazion of tiie 
final result, as the vote of Pope, Leo’s sec- 
retary of state may split up or given 
in its entirety to some other cardinal. 

Apparently reliable information, which, 
however, it is impossible to verify. to 
the effect that Cardinal Rampolla received 
at the first ballot this morning 20 votes; 
Serafino Vannutelli, 12; Gotti, 7; Oreglia, 5; 
Pi Pietro, 4; Capecolatro. 4, and Agliardi, 
® the remainder being scattered. 
Rumor generally assigns Monday 
most likely day upon which an election will 
occur. 

No one here seriouslv expected the car- 
dinals to select a pontiff on the first ballot: 
hence this morning few of the ponulace 
were present in the Plazza of St. Peter's 
though in the immediate neighborhood 
thereof. a thousand troops and gendarmes 
gtood idle in the shade of the Colonnades. 

In the afternoon, the sun blazed down 


and St. Peter's at 4 o'clock was just as 
deserted as on the day Pope Leo died.

Soon ofter 4, however, 
gan to gather. First came the priests 
and monks of all denominations in their 
queer colored cassocks, and women from 
tne poore parts of the city earrying or 
Gragging children with them.

LITTAUER TO BE 


HAULED 10. COURT 


Only President’s Speedy Intervention 
Can Prevent Civil and, Perhaps, 
Criminal Proceedings.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Representative 
Lucius N. Littauer is to be proceeded 
against by the government for his alleged 
participation with Edmond R. Lyon in at 
least one of Lyon’s glove contracts with 
the army. 

The only thing that can save JAttauer is 
the speedy and active intervention of his 
friend, the President. 

This unexpected turn of the cage, which 
took detinite form today, is due to Briga- 
dier Geheral George B. Davis, Judge Ad- 
vocate General of the army. 

He cares nothing for ‘pulls’ 
ence, political or otherwise. 

In the ordinary routine, Secretary Root 
smilingly handed Colonel Garlington's re 
port to General Davis for an_ opinion. 
General Davis found nothing in Colonel 
Garligton's ‘‘statement of facts’ that 
would constitute a cause for action. In 
fact, he found the “statement of facts’ 
to be a formal document that/was surpris- 
ingly meagre in essential information. 

At any rate, the Garlington report was 
not sufficient for Gen. Davis, and he begayp 
to do some digging on his own for inf

He found what he was looking for in 
letter from Littauer to Lyon. It see 
to furnish complete proof that there w 
un agreement between Littauer and Lyo 
to divide the profits in at least one of 
Lyon's contracts.

Further along in the statement, + gee 
credits Lyon with §1,768.52 “pro as 
above.” 

Gen. Davis reported to Secretary Root 
that he considered that this letter proved 
that Lyon had violated the térms of the 
eontract involved by allowing Littauer to 
share directly in it, and that, in his judg- 
ment. the latter constituted a prima facie 
case on which to base a demand for the 
return of the $49,207.39 paid Lyon. 

Gen. Davis referred to the statutes and 
made his point so clear that Mr. Root, 
whether willingly or not, approved his 
recommendation. With this understand- 
ing, it is now only a question of just what 
course will be pursued, and this probably 
will be decided in a very few days. 

Whether or not griminal proceedings 
will be instituted against Littauer has not 
yet*been decided, though it has n con- 
sidered, and probably will not be until 
after the papested civil proceedings. 

The etatute governing this feature of 
the case was drawn in 1808 and is tronciad 
and very sweeping in its provisions.

Reot and te ether enemies of Gen. Miles 
in the war department have stuck another 
thorn tn his side by advancing Col. C. A. 
Woodruff to be a brigadier-general. 

Col. Woodruff was chief commissary in 
the Philippines, the originator of the sys- 
tem under which tons of rice, much of 
it second clase, was bougoét with army 
funds and sold at profit to Filipino recon- 
centrados in the island of Luzon. Mom. 
than 20,000,000 pounds of rice were dis- 
posed of in this way, at a total outlay of 
$300,000 in commissary funds. 

In defense of the plan, it was asserted 
Jhat it was a charitable act, made neces- 
sary by war and pestilence, and that it was 


intended to sell the riee only at a price 
that would pay the expenses. 

This statement did not correspond with 
the fact that the system yielded a profit 
of almost $66,009, whict was turned over 
to the civil government when the practice 
was discontinued by order of General Davis 
on the day that he took command in the 
Philippines. The system was continued 
montns after peace had been declared. 

The rice transaction was severely ar- 
raigned by General Miles in his report on 
the Philippines, and was referred to as an 
open violation of the law and army regu- 
lations. 

The correspondence oa a the sys- 
tem, which he made a part of his report, 
was cut:‘out by Secretary Root when he 
made the report public., months after it 
was submitted. 

Col. Woodruff would not have retired 
until 1905 and his promotion and retire- 
ment now are regarded as an intended 
punishment to General Miles for his dis- 
closures concerning the rice transactions 
in the Philippines. 

It is predicted there will be considerable 
omnosition to Col. woodruffs advance- 
ment in the senate,

BERLIN, Aug. 1.—Manager Conrted of 

the Metropolitan Opera House of New 
York, said to an interviewer in Vienna 


after leaving here: 

“I have lived for years in dread that 
some second-rate manager would hit on the 
idea of performing ‘‘Parsifal’’ in New York, 
as it Is not copyrighted in America. Such 
a one would produce the opera with insuffi- 
cient means, making it ridiculous and 
spoiling the American taste for wandering 
to Bayreuth. a 

“IT am sparing no trouble nor expense to 
secure a performance worthy of the sub- 
ject. The salaries for one ‘Parsifal’ per- 
formance will be $8000.” 

Mr. Conried's intention to produce “Par- 
sifal’’ in New York continues to agitate 
musical Germany in an extraordinary way. 
Ternina, the great Bayreuth prima donna, 
who has signed with him, has found it 
necessary to issue a statement explaining 
her action. She says some one else would 
have been employed if she had refused; 
that she could not afford to decline Mr. 
Conried’s terms, and that the whole secret 
of Widow Wagner's objection fs financial. 

Widow Wagner has published a letter 
charging Van Rooy, by implication, with 
prevaricating to her as to his contract with 
Mr. Conried. She says Burgstaller and 
Frau Ternina have not answered her in- 
quiry whether or not they intend to sing 
in ‘“Parsifal,”” adding: 

‘There is still honor among artists, and 
they might break their contract. One 
should not do everything for money.’’ 

Just what ground there is for the story 
that the government of Bavaria will as- 
sert title to the opera and request Ger- 
many’s ald in preventing its production in 
New York is not known. Probably there is 
little.

THE WEEK’S REVIEW. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—Frices of stocks 
have recovered somewhat in this week's 
market and sentiment has improved on 
the whoie. The market was unsteady at 
times on the recovery and scattered li- 
quidation wags still in evidence here and 
there in the specialties. There were suf- 
ficient doubts remaining also over the 
general outlook in the country to re- 
strain the buying of stocks on any con- 
siderable advance. But the forced sell- 
ing of stocks hypothecated in loans has 
been much less in evidence, and this fact 
has allowed prices to rise somewhat on 
the demand from shorts to cover and on 
a moderate investment demand. 

There has been apprehension of the 
usual consequence to follow such a pe- 
riod of drastic liquidation, such as the 
renewed liquidation on any advance of 
accounts allowed to carry over the pe- 
riod of acute weakness in the market in 
the hppe of a more favorable opportunity 
to market them. 

There is some dread also of the pos- 
sible reactionary effect of the long fall 
in securities values on the general busi- 
ness and industrial situation. The fall 
in values has not resulted in any enor- 
mous shrinkage in the available basis for 
credits and the possibility is canvassed 
of a contraction of credits in commercial 
lines as a later sequence. Vice-Presi- 
dent A. Barton Hepburn of the Chase 
National Bank, in an interview which 
has commanded widespread attention 
and comment in Wall street, uttered a 
distinct warning of the danger of over- 
extension of credits at this time in com- 
mercial lines as well as in promotion 
aS go The note of conservatism is 
still dominant in the financial world. and 
the uniformly favorable reports received 
of general business conditions from al] 
quarters have not been sufficient to 
change this feeling. The announcement 
of the purchase of control of Evansville 
& Terre Haute for the Rock Island sys- 
tem served to revive some talk of com- 
missions and absorptions of railway ays- 
tems. Bee 

There has been a theory amongst a 
certain class of stock market operators 
that the present fall in stock Is a result 
of a concerted campaign by a powerful 
financial party with the purpose of buy- 
ing in various railroad properties, even 
including New York Central and Penn- 
sylvania, on advantageous terms. Per- 
sons with this theory have given ready 
credence to all sorts of rumors of pass- 
ing of control. Their argument seems 
plausible that the “community of inter- 
ests” polley might be perfected to much 
better advantage at the present level of 
prices for securities than at the extrava- 
gant valuations at which the great mer- 
gers were carried through. But this 
contention leaves out of account the 
great facility with which the new securi- 
ties for the mergers were disposed of to 
an eagerly buying public. There is lit- 
tle encouragement for the underwriting 
byv- syndicates of new securities in the 
present conditions of the stock and 
money markets. The money market has 
grown appreciably easier during the 
week and rates for six months’ loans 
have been shaded below 6 per cent. The 
market at those rates has been largely 
nominal, however, and lenders have 
shown little anxiety to place loans at 
the prevailing rates while the demand 
for funds has grown languld. Toans 
made on stocks at thelr present prices 
eall for smaller allowance for shrinkage 
and are more secure than loans on the 
inflated basis of last year. The care of 
atocks which are discredited bv fears of 
bankruptcy is difference, and the course 
of weakness in other stocks seemed to 
protect them. The working out of the 
autumn money requirement is the prob. 
lem of first importance In the situation 
as it has been for many months.

The past week in local stocks gave en- 
couTragement to the. bull element until the 
last two days. The drop in the traction 
issued of last week was fully recovered 
and it looked until Friday as though there 
would be a marked advance over the low 
point. The last two days of the week, 
nevertheless, upset these calculations and 
checked the advance. 

Selling a week ago at $16.50 for transit, 
the week opened with brisk sales at $19, 
and from this figure the price mounted to 
$20.25 on Friday, with later sales the same 
day at $20.12%. The volume of bus:ness 
was good on the advance and was light 
on the late decline. The character of the 
selling on the late sales of Friday and 
those of Saturday indicated that the low- 


er offerings were made more for the pur- 
pose of breakin riceg tha 
of long stock. eg ee 

The talk of a deal between the North 
American company, the Suburban and the 
transit company fs still persistent and col- 
lateral circumstances give good color te 
the rumor. What is considered very good 
authority says that the Mississippi Valiey 
crowd has now the ownership of % per 
cent of the Suburban stock and is tied up 
on a deal with the North American to turn 
over this stock at an agreed price when- 
ever the Eastern concern fin its way 
clear to take on the control of the tran- 
sit company. The North American has ac- 
complished the same deal in other cities 
and it will probably do the same in St. 
Louis 4s soon as the proper time arrives. 

Local brokers attributed the rise in 
North American stock on the New York 
exchange to prospective profits on the 
local situation, but that ts too far fetched 
to he plausible, especially as New York 
says that the strength in this stock is be- 
cause J. . Morgan has increased his 
holdings by taking on the stock owned 
by a defunct brokerage concern. 

It was a matter of considerable surprise 
to the local fraternity that United ail- 
ways preferred did not early share in the 
Transit advance. For. some days, when 
Transit was soaring upwards, preferred 
took the opposite course with no tangible 
reason for its action. At the close of the 
week the form was reversed and preferred 
ained from sales early in the week at 
62.75 to sales at the close at $69.

The bonds of the United Railwavs were 
in good demand ull through the week.

The 
former stock made but little change from 
$322, while the latter held unchanged at 
$309 Rumors connecting these two insti- 
titions with a consolidation proposition 
were current but no plausible reason was 
advanced supporting the idea. Both are 
making good interest for their stockhold- 
ers and few of the late consolidations have 
have so far proven to be advantageous 
deals, so it is hard to see why they should 
not continue as they now are. 

A few shares of Mechanics’ Nationa] sold 
during the week to the same coneern which 
has been in the market for the stock 
around $257 for a long time.

BULL MOVEMENT 
STRIKES A SHAG 


Rains Relieve the Drouth, Weaken 
Corn and Sympathetically Af- 
fect Other Grain. 


EARLY MARKETS WERE STRONG 


Deterioration in Spring Wheat and 
Foreign Buying Notable Features 
in Wheat—Oats Were Dull. 


BY GEORGE D. L. KELLEY. 


In selling at 79%c for September and at 
81%c for December last Thursday the high- 
est prices so far in the home market on the 
193 wheat crop were made, as they were 
for corn when last Monday September sold 
at 62%c and December at 5l%c. All of 
which goes to show that the bull side of 
grain has done right well and has still 


many backers and friends. But there are 
some frierds who do more harm than 
good, and when an alicged bul! and would- 
be leader in speculation gives out bull dope 
with one hand and selling orders with tne 
other, it is about time such a man should 
reeive the frozen face from the trade at 
large and his 
many barrels of ‘“‘cum grano salis.”’ 
was the selling of just such an operator 
that led to something like a collapse in the 
bull movement this past week. However, 
relapses on sellouts and bearish conditions 
that every now and then crop out in the 
strongest bull situations, will every now 
and then be seen, and it is in such relapses 
that the wise people come in and load up. 
The grain markets are not losing any of the 
strong bullish conditions that started and 
kept the bull movement moving. Some of 
them may at times get to be a little dis- 
figured, but they will always be found in 
the ring, and at the finish their backers 
will receive the decision and the money. 
And it's the latter we are all after. 
. . + 


One of the notable features in wheat of 
late has been the determination that has 
peen going on in the spring wheat crop, 
of which my optimistic friend, Will Edgar 
of the Nortbwestern Miller, now says. 
“On the whole, the trade is less confident 
of a fuil average crop of spring wheat in 
the Northwest than a week ago,”’ which 
is quite a concession, as the Northwest- 
ern Miller has been holding cut for a full 
average’ crop. There has been 30 much 
deterivration in that crop that I am confl- 
dent the Aug. 1 report of the government 
will show a condition below &, a 
considerably below that. Leaf by leaf the 
roses fall, but never before has such a 
brilliant prospect for a wheat crop of this 
eountry fallen down as has that of the 
18 crop. On Dee. 1, 192, the condition 
of winter wheat was 99.7, or practically 
perfect, and the prospective crop on the 
government's estimate was 636,000,000 Du. 
it looks now as though the total crop of 
spring and winter will not exceed that 
more than 50,000,000 bu, if that. 


Another notable feature was the aw ak - 
ening of the European Rip Van Winkles 
from their dreams of abundant harvests 
and cheap wheat in America. There is 
no doubting the fact that the foreigners 
have been greatly impressed of late by 
the steady run of bad crop information 
from this country. The evidence in the 
shape of an extraordinarily light move- 
ment of winter wheat from the farms 
and the decreasing supplies at the mar- 
kets at the season of the year when one 
should be large and the other increasing, 
undoubtedly, was proof positive of the 
shortage in soft winter, and they con- 
sequently were more easily made e- 
lievers in the tales of distress from the 
Northwest. And when thelr own crops 
were threatened with a wet harvest they 
were in just the mood to come 
perch of cold indifference and accept 
American market information, and val- 
ues, too, to obtain supplies.

Not alone does the movement of soft 
winter wheat to market show no signs of 
increasing, but rather a tendency to de- 
crease. This is because farmers who

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Who Is This Solitary Footpad That Operates 
at Il! O’Clock at Night in the Central 
West End Section?—Many The- 
ories as to His Identity. 


T. LOUIS just now has a mysterious footpad who has 
becor:e known as ‘‘The Lone Highwayman.’’ This 
niglr. prowler is creating consternation, particular- 
ly in the central west end, where he chiefly oper- 


ates. 


Who he is no one knows. 


Whence he comes 


or whether he goes is an impenetrable mystery. 

The police would like to know. The detective force 

is eager to ascertain. The many victims of the 
Jone highwayman and thousands of other men who walk abroad at night 
would feel more secure if some one could trace this mysterious robber 
to his lair and corner him against future operations. 

In the past few weeks this man has committed dozens of ‘‘hold- 
ups’’ in the central west end district. It is evident that one man is 
guilty of the. numerous thefts, because the descriptions of the thief 
given by the victims tally in nearly every respect. 

The police believe that one murder, that of Athlete Tom Cox, is to 
be charged up to the lone highwayman’s account, and. a determined 
effort is being made to run down the dangerous nocturnal mystery. 


HO its this mysterious and deter- 
W mined Lone Highwayman? That 
question just now perplexes St. 
Louis. During the past six weeks he has 
been unusually active, though it is be- 
lieved that the same man. has been pursu- 
ing his outlawed trade in this city for two 
or three summers past. He appears to be 
a midsummer footpad exclusively, for he 
has not been seen during cold weather. 

But when the hot season approaches this 
unidentiNed stranger appears in the streets 
at night and waylays his victims. It may 
be that'he goes to other cities at other 
seasons; in fact. the Denver authorities re- 
port such a robber during the spring 
months, the New Orleans police have upon 
their records numerous reports of men be- 
ing robbed at night during the winter by a 
solitary man whe glides out of the silence 
and the darkness, and Chicago knows a 
nocturnal adventurer who operates in au- 
tumn. 

Whether the Ione Highwayman of 8t. 
Louis is the same man who makes his fre- 
quent appearances in other cities is a mere 
matter of conjecture, for very little is def- 
initely known of this urban bandit. It is 


only known that he always appears without. 


warning. as if he had dropped from the 
skics, and his victim finds himself con- 
fronted by a highly-nickeled revolver that 
glints terribly in the moonlight. 

Various theories as to the identity of the 
man have been advanced by his victims, 
by the members of Chief Desmond's detec- 
tive force and by others who have tried 
to fathom the mystery. 

Some persons believe that the robber is a 
. Citizen of St. s.ouls, probably resident in 

the West End, perhaps in a fashionable 
boarding-house, or even a householder him- 

self, who walks among men in daylight a 
respectable man of business or profession. 

All those who have looked down his 
gicaming pistol barrel agree that the Lone 
lilghwayman is not a person of hoodlum 
appearance. He is not a “tough” in aspect; 
there is nothing about him of the bleary, 

boozy, low-browed burglar type of man. 
Upon the contrary, he seems to be a well- 
fet young fellow of athletic build, standing 
erect, walking with a dignified gait, and 
entirely lacking in the wonted toughness of 
the ordinary night thief. 

This highwayman appears to own a con- 
siderable wardrobe, for though he usually 
appears dressed in biack, he sometimes 

wears a neat-fitting gray suit, appropriate 
to the summer season, 

One part of his apparel which, it appears, 
he never changes when he goes forth to rob 
pedestrians, is his hat. All his victims 
~deacribe the hat as a dark slouch. A hat 
_of that pattern serves to conceal, in some 
, Gegree, his features, the front part of the 
*brim being pulled down over his eyes; but 
@ven that does not necessarily suggest a 
tough character, Inasmuch as many well- 
drevsed men nowadays wear soft hats 
pulled Into various shapes. 

The dark clothes usually worn by the 
Lone Highwayman are undoubte'ly bet- 
eter adapted then garments of any other 
‘hue for the business to which the man 
devotes his nights. The clothes are of the 
hue of n ght, and therefore not calculated 
to reveal his presence as he stands moticn- 
Tess, awaiting ‘his v ctim. 

On moosight nights, lt is shown by the 
rejorte of his victhms, the man weirs a 
I- hoor suit. 

fomtiimes the Lone Highwayman ap- 
pears with a mask concealing his features; 
at other times he truets to the darkness 
$ cvnce. his features. 


He usually chooses the moonless nights 
for his operations. Walking homeward. o~ 
elsewhere along.a street where the art:- 
ficial lights are placed far apart, the citi- 
zen suddenly finds himself confronted by 
amin of medium. build, two or three 
inches less than six feet in height, with 
hts right arm crooked up until the hand 
is even with his nose. In the hand is 
that weapon of polished nickel. The ap- 
parition speak., briefly, but pointedly. In 
a voice absolutely devoid of emotion or 
excitement the Lone Highwayman says: 

**Hold up your hands.”’ 

There is a tone of command in the calm- 
ly-spoken words, and in nearly every in- 
stance up go the hands of the pedestrian. 
Then the robber, holding his prey covered 
with the revolver, proceeds to search the 
rockets of the citizen with his left hand. 
With deft fingers, evidently long accus- 
tomed to such work, he finds what money 
and valuables the startled victim may 
have. 

“Now walk on, and don't look back till 
you turn the corner,’’ commands the quict 
voice. | 

The command, in most 
obeyed without deviation. 
tim turns the corner and looks over lis 
shoulder no one is in eight. Ojue or two 
men who have ventured to cast 4 glance 
backward before reaching a corner, trust- 
ing to the semidarkness, have peen uneble 
to eee the robber. Apparently the lone 
highwayman has vanished as mysieriousi/’ 
as he came. 

“When we get the lone highwayman,” 
recently said Assistant Chief of Detectives 
Keely, ‘“‘we will have the man who mur- 
dered Tom Cox."’ 

Mr. Cox, who was the well-known trainer 
for the athletes of Christian Brothers Cul. 
lege, was one of the robber’s victims w 0 
refused to obey the command to hold up 
his harids. The refusal was fatal. The 
man:shot Cox, who died two Jays iater. 

This robber does not hesitate to under- 
take the robbery of a group ot men. He 
seems to have as much assurance when 
two or thre® men pass his way as when a 
lone pedestrian passes. He steps out, per- 
haps from the shelter of a tree, a teleg: aph 
pole or a billboard, and with four calm 
words compels each of the men to hold 
up his hands. 

When, on a recent night, Edward Con- 
roy and C. J. Moore were accosted by the 
robber on Cook avenue, not iar from 
Grand avenue, both men obeyed the com- 
mand of “hands up,’’ but Moore tried to 
offer resistance while the man was search- 
ing the pockets of Conroy. The robber 
struck Moore with the butt of his pistol 
and ran away. 

It is observed that this robber always 
makes his “hold-upa’’ at about the same 
hour of the night, near 11 o'clock. Nearly 
every one of his victims has béen robbed 
within a few minutes of ll o'clock. The 
police reliefs go into effect at that hour. 
and, beginning half an hour earlier, the 
patroimen stert for their stations to be 
prerent at rolicall. This gives the robber 
an hour or so to work, measurably im- 
mune from police watchfulness. It is be- 
lieved that the man selects the Il o'clock 
hour because he knows of this change of 
patrolmen. and it is noticed, that he also 
sclects polnats for his operations where, 
in all likelihood, the policeman of the 
beat has passed along a few minutes be- 
ore.

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appearance. He scarcely seems to walk— 
he is simply there, on the spot; and when, 
after completing his job, he moves away. 
he does not seem to take steps—his dis- 
appearance is more in the nature of a 
glide, Nevertheless, there is nothirg at all 
of the a#pooky sort in this footpad'’s ac- 
tuality; he is undoubtedly of firm flesh and 
bone, and his voice has nothing of the 
timidity of a wraith. 

“But, all the same,’ says one of the 
men who came under the spell of the Lone 
Highwayrran last week, (“there is some- 
thing about that fellow’ manner tht 
makes your hair stand gn end. I don’t 
mind being confronted br ja common plug 
of a hoodlum once in « While, for I can 
combat such a fellow, ‘but when this 
smooth, suave, mild-mannered road agent 
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of the city thoroughfares comes out of 
nowhere and holds me up, I'm just going 
to let him do aa he pleases. I don’t want 
to take any chances with thie smooth 
bandit, not I.” 

Since the bank fobber and murderer, Bill 
Rudolph, escaped from the elty jal! severcl 
of the Lone Highwaymen's victims have 
expressed the belief that it Is Rudoiph who 
robbed them: but as some of the robberies 
undoubtedly committed by the lone one 
were of date prior to Rudolph's escape this 
(theory may be attributed to the usual ease 
with which the public sees the reigning 
gensation of the time —the outlaw 
whom thé greatest numer of ofilcers vees. 

Tt is eaié that a prominent .fecal detec-

tories because of their dexterity, turning 
out before the eyes of visitors thousands 
of cigarettes; still other factories where 
granular and plug-cut smoking tobaccos, 
fine cuts and enuffs are made. Ir the same 
exhibit will be two distinct cigar factories. 
One is to be given over to a force of 
Cubans who will make atrictly Havana 
cigars from strictly Havana tobacco, while 
across the aisle will be a domestic cigar 
factory with a large force turning out all 
kinds of domestic cigars, cheroots and 
stogiés. 

When one approaches the special exhibit 
of tobacco the great centra) pagoda, octag+ 
onal in form, with its summit & feet in 
air,-reaching almest to the roof of the 
Agricultural Palace, will command atten- 
tion and force admiration. The pagoda 
will be 40 feet across. Built of wood, it is 
in be entirely covered with tobacco, and 
as the great exhibit palaces covered with 
stuff appear tu be of marble, so this pa- 
goda will appear to be of tobacco, Columns 
aud walls of tobacco ‘will rise 15 feet to 

leaving four main en- 
trances gracefully arched. This will be 
surmounted by a cornice made of glass 


' six feet wide, entirely: enclosing the pago- 


da, on which are to be photographed 
actual scenes from the world's most fa- 
mous tobacco fields. Behind this glass cor- 
nice will be placed electric’ lamps, the 
light of which brings the photographs 
into plain view. 

Above the cornice will be a flat roof and 
on the roof will stand heroic figures of 
Indians, the first users of tobacco. To- 
bacce plants will also be growing on the 
top. From the center of the roof will rise 
a huge globe, 7% feet in circumference. The 
will be entirely covered with to- 
bacco. 

Attached to the top of the globe, and 
suiling in a golden sea of leaf .tobacco 
wil be a graceful ship, with fits hull of 
dark brown tobacco nestling in.its yellow 
bed, and the sails and ropes of other 
shades. This ship represents the return to 
England of Sir Walter Raleigh with the 
first cargo of tobateo from the new 
world 

Surrounding the pagoda are four large 
exhibit. spaces. In one of these all the 
machinery used in the manufacture of 
plug tobacco is to be shown. Some of the 
machinery will be in operation, and the 
finished product is to be made in full view 
of the visitor from the leaf tobacco taken 
from werehouses eleewhere in the great ex- 
hibit. 

Ratering the great parallelogram by the 
main aisle from the east, the visitor will 
find large exhibit spaces on elther side 
cevoted to the display of machinery, toois 
and appliances used in the cultivation of 
Lobrceo. 

The next rection will be one of absorbing 
interest. Four large plos are given’ over 
to the actual cultivation of tobacco.

as that of Hans 
Engellan dt, 
who for nearly 


two weeks — 
12 days and nights—was a pris- 
oner in the cabin of the sloop 
Erndte, of which he was captain 
and owner, while it floated bottom- 
up at the mercy of the seas. 

The Erndte was a flat-bottomed 
sloop of 84 tons, constructed of 
iron. She was about 69 feet long 
over all and was built in 1897, in 
Stadt’s Canal, by D. V. D. Werf. 
Her home port was Breihoiz, 
Schleswig-Holstem. She sailed with 
a crew of four, ineluding the cap- 
tain, on April 18 last, from Memel 
with a cargo of lumber. 

Qn the first day out the vessel 
ran into bad weather, but was able 
to hold on her course until noon, 
when signs of an approaching 
storm began to appear in the sky. 
Sail was quicky shortened, but be- 


fore the sloop could be put under 


bare poles a huge wave struek the 
vessel with such violence that her 
cargo shifted and she turned turtle. 
‘ust before the squall struek the 
eraft Capt. Engellandt had stepped 
into the eabin for dry clothing. 

He found himself a prisoner m 
the eabin, the companion § doors 
having been tightly shut by <'> 
sidden pressure of the water. 

The wreck, sustained. by the air 
within, floated for twelve days. 
‘ihen it was discovered by the Nov- 
wegian steamship Aurora.

LIEN far away from the wreck 
W the Aurora’s crew heard the dull 
suund of blows on the iron bottom 
ot the sloop. It was like the sound of a 
far-off tolling bell. 

“Ding! dong! Ding! dong!” it sounded 
over the seas so sepulchrally that the sail- 
ors of the Aurora, huddled on the foc'ste, 
began to talk of ghosts. 

A boat was put over and rowed out to 
the wreck of the Erndte, which wallowed 
in the waves like a great whale a short dis- 
tarice away. 

When one of the seamen struck the bot- 
tom of the upturned craft with a boathuc Kk 
a cry for help was heard. They bored a 
. hole and a gaunt and emaciated finger’ ap- 
peared. 

It was that of Captain Engeliandet. 
Through the hole a voice came. It said: 

“Il am dying of thirst. For God's sake 
give me water!’’ 

Had the voice come from the. skies it 
could have created no greater excitement. 
The ship's carpenter of the Aurora, worhk:- | 
ing like a fiend, made the hole large enough 
to pass in food and drink. Then the steamer ' 
towed the wreck with the captain stil] in- 
side to Dantzig. 

The complete story of Capt. Engellandi 
has been received here in the shape of a 
letter to Henry Roth from the captain him- 
self.

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CENTENNIAL GROWS. 
ANY St. Louisans are beginning to 
M\ show considerable interest in the 
Lewis and Clark Centennfal Ex- 
posifion,to be held at Portland,Ore., in 1906, 
the year following the World's Fafr. The 
fact that the Lewis and Clark expedition 
was outfitted ai St. Louis and started from 
a point a few miles north of the river, on the 
Illinois side, makes the coming exposition 
in Oregon of much local interest. Just at 
present the interest centers in a handsome 
memorial column that is being raised in the 
picturesque city park of Portland overlook- 
ing the great river which the adventurous 
party explored. 

President Roosevelt and other. dis- 
tinguished company, was in Portland May 
21 to lay the cornerstone of this structure 
and to dedicate with imposing ceremony 
this tribute of the patriotic people of Ore- 
gon to the genius and enterprise of the two 
men who led an expedition of peaceful cun- 
quest into the old Oregon country, 

The 2ist day of May was therefore a red- 
letter occasion in Portland, which is now 
Starting to build her great centennial 
exposition, which will commemorate the 
founding of the west coast empire. In this 
Oregon asks the world to join. 

The Lewis and Clark monument will be 
unveiled at the opening of that exposition. 
The plans for the memorial call for a 
graceful, fluted column, rising to a height 
of about 40 feet above the base. Eventual- 
ly the top of the column may be sur- 
mounted with a heroic figure of a pathfind- 
er or a symbol of liberty or enlightenment.

Intense joy was manifested by the peopl 
and many tears of sympathy were she¢ 
when they beheld my emaciated form and 
saw how grateful I felt toward my res- 
cuers. Regardless of my lost strength, 1 
was fully conscious and was able to walk 
to a near by hotel, the Three Provinces, 
where @ physician was awaiting te give 
me aid, 

With great anxiety I inquired whether 
any news had been. received of my ship- 
mates, and out of pity they assured me of 
their safety, although this was not true, 
and I am convinced that I shall never 
again see them, at least not in this world. 
The Erndte is still at Neufahrwasser and, 
although badly damaged, I have hopes of 
rebuilding her as soon as I am awarded 
the insurance.

Young St. Louis Explorer Will 
Outfit Again and Pursue His 
Purpose to Learn if the Blue 
Nile Is Navigable, 


\ ILLIAM N. McMILLAN of §8t. 
W Louis, the adventurous young mil- 

lionaire and explorer, denies the 
report recently sent out to the effect that 
he has given up his expidition in the wilds 
of Abyssinia. Mr. McMillan’s outfit of 
iron punts was wrecked while passing the 
rapids between precipitous cliffs that bor- 
der the perilous river, and all his supplies 
were lost. It was then reported that he 
had abandoned the idea of prosecuting his 
explorations, but now he announces that 
he has merely put off the project for a 
year, in order to procure and transport 
fresh supplies to the river. 

The object of Mr. McMillan's expedition 
is to learn how much of the Blue Nile is 
navigobdle, so that, with the opening of the 
British built canal around the Second Cata- 
ract of the Nile In Egypt. the rich agricul- 
tural and mineral products of Central Abys- 
sinia may be floated down to the Mediter- 
ranean. Mr. McMillan has dispatched mes- 
sengers to procure the arrest of the mur- 
derer of a member of his party, M. Dubolis- 
Desiulle, a correspondent for the Paris F'!- 
garo, who was killed by natives, and in 
the meantime the powers are awaiting de- 
velopments. France has just slain several 
hundred Moroccans in punishment for a 
much less serious offense. Now the cques- 
tion is, what will she do with the Abys- 
s'inians? As the head of the expedition is 
an American, and bis present position ts 
not without grave danger, Washington, as 
well as Paris, is interested. 

The disastrous defeat of Italy some time 
ago at the hands of King Menelik has 
warned Caucasian nations that the Abys- 
sinian is not to be trified with. Dwelling 
on a broad table land, some 6000 feet above 
the Red Sea, which Iles to the eastward, 
and possessing a country as large us the 
States of New York and California com- 
bined. the Abyssinian has great natural 
advantages over an invading foe. Nor- 
mally a coward, he can be aroused to a 
high pitch of ferocity, and fights with mucn 
the same frenzy as his Mohammedan neigh- 
bor on the seacoast, the Somaliman. 

Diplomacy, therefore, is often far mere 
potent in vanquishing the Abyssinian than 
gunpowder. He Is supremely volatile. 
Quick to anger, he is quicker to forgive 
and forget. Catch him in the right mweod, 
and one may bend him to his will. This 
mercurial temperament crops out in a 
hundred various ways. In birth, marriage, 
end even death, the Abyssinian betrays his 
fickle natupPe.

When they were not exterminated by the 
owner of the land on which they had tiveir 
habitat, then it was made the duty of tie 
road overseer to destroy them and cha‘ge 
the expense of the same against the lind. 

Louis Grosmentir, who was one of ths 
earliest settlers on the Minnecaduza creex, 
near Georgia, Neb., has for a number uf 
years been training inhabitants of «a small 
prairie dog town upon his farm.

And there was the English law. which is 
that marriage legitimatizes children born 
subsequently. And unfortunately thé law 
does not say how long subsequent to the 
marriage the birth may take place. 

The pilot’s daughter did not fail to ncte 
the succession to the peerage of the man 
who had married her on a wager when he 
was a young lieutenant in Portsmouth. 
She probably knew little about the English 
law, but she had a fixed opinion that her 
s0n was a viscount.

After the death of the pilot’s daughter 
the earl had married aga'‘n. His second 
wife, died also. He married a tcird time 
and his third wife bore him three children. 
The eldest of these, William John Lydston 
Poulett, came into posssession of the 
estates at the death of the old earl in Jan- 
uary, 1899, and ‘ne has since called himself 
Earl Poulett, but his right to use the title 
has never been confirmed. 

Proceedings were begun by the organ- 
grinder to eject the son of the third mar- 
riage from the Hinton Howse and to estab- 
lished the rights of te organ-grinder to 
the title and the estates. 

It has always been contended by Earl 
Poulett that no question of his legitimacy 
was ever raised during his mother's life- 
time. On the contrary, the late ear! con- 
tinued to pay the mother an ailowance, 
and increased it year by yeer after the boy 
reached a certain age. When his father 
Succeeded to the earldom the allowance 
was raised, and the boy was sent to the 
French and English College at Merton, 
where, known as the Hon. William Poulett, 
Viscount Hinton, he remained until he 
was 18. 

When Lady Poulett received her allow- 
ance she signed an engagement on behalf 
of her son that until he was 21 he should 
not in any way annoy Lord Poulett. On ‘his 
coming to age his mother told him to go 
and ca:l upon his father. He called at No. 
>} Buckingham gate without obtaining an 
interview, but a year later he was startled 
by receiving a letter which ran somewhat 
as follows:

“Earl Poulett’s compliments to Lord 
Hinton, and will ‘re be kind enough to call 
upon him tomorrow, at 11 o'clock, at No.

N INSIGNIFICANT fire in Colorado a 
A few days ago tied up an entire rail- 

road line. A small roundhouse was 
burned, and 
road, being inside, w2s so badly damaged 
that the one train a day could not run. The 
road is the Colorado & Eastern, which runs 
from Elyria to the Scranton coal fields and 
is 2} miles long. It was built in 1836, though 
few persons outéide of Colorado know of 
its existence. 

One engine, one passenger coach and one 
box car comprised the rolling stock. A 
train made up of these three parts was 
run over the road once a day, merely to 
hold the franchise, as there was no other 
reason Yor running it. The franchise tis 
considered valuable.

Many of the American tribes from the 
great lakes to Mexico attributed lightning 
and thunder to a great bird whose shadow 
is the thunder cloud, whose flapping wings 
make the noise of thunder and from 
whose rapidly opening and closing eyes 
flashes the vivid lightning. The Iroquois 
and Cherokee were among the few tribes 
who did not participate in the general 
faith in the myth. The figure in the il- 
lustraiion, cut from rawhide and decorated 
with beads, is a common decoration among 
the Indians, éspecially those of the North- 
ern and western plains.

The Titan of Swings for the St. Louis Fair 
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OAK AYDELOTT of Tullahoma, 

[) Tenn... has asked of the Louisiana 

Purchase Exposition a concession to 

build and operate on the Fair site the 

greatest swing the world has ever known. 

It is to be 300 feet high and will cost 
$250,000. 

Mr. Aydeloit is a member of a wealthy 
Tennessee family, his father having been 
one of the best known men of his state. 
The young inventor says he has financed 
his enterprise and awaits only the conces- 
sion to. begin its constructicn. The swing 
will be operated by means of three large 
steel towers. The two end towers are to 
be each 3C0 feet high, and to have roof 
gardens, with cafes and theater. The dis- 
tance from one end tower to the other is

to be 600 feet and the central tower will be 
equidistant from them. 

This center tower is to be a double con- 
struction, and from its top a steel swing 
beam, 309 feet long, will oscillate in a cir- 
cle on a pivotal shaft. The beam will con- 
tain at its end a car with a-capacity of 
about 100 people, the car remaining in a 
horizontal position through all the oscilla- 
tions of the beam. 

Two motors will furnish the power for the 
swinging beam, and passengers can be 
taken on either from the ground or from 
the roof gardens on the end towers, eleva- 
tors running from top to bottom of the lat- 
ter. At its greatest height the car would 
be 600 feet in the air, as the central tower 
is 3009 feet hfzh. 
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The short end of the swinging beam is to 
be loaded with movable weights. The long 
end, to which the car is attached, will op- 
erate in the lower 180 degrees of the circle, 
but will be adjusted so it can make a com- 
plete rotation. 

The details, mechanism and specifications 
were worked out by Art J. Dyer of the 
Nashville Bridge and Construction Co. and 
a member of the American Society of Civil 
Engineers. He designed and constructed 
the “giant see-saw’ at Nashville, Buffalo 
and Omaha. The swing has the indorse- 
ment of John Sterling Deans of the Phenix 
Bridge Co., who is considered an authority.

He has 
been doing the same thing ever since, going 
from tribe to thribe until he is, perhaps, the 
best student of Indians in St. Louls. Re- 
turning from these excursions, Dr. Kinner 
has always brought with him boxes of 
souvenirs, relics, spccimens of Indian art, 
etc. He has personal autographs from moct 
of the Indians who have been prominent in 
the tribal life of the West in the last 
quarter of a century. He has a war bon- 
net and an autograph given him by Sitting 
Bull, the leader of the warlike Bioux. His 
last addition to his collection is a complete 
set of those fetishes and prayer sticks 
Which are the paraphernalia of the Moki 
religion in Arizona. These. Moki, who are 
supposed to te the descendants of the 
southwesie:n cliff dwellers, are the most 
intersely religicus people in America, and 
their snc ke dance is famous as the weirdest 
of rélis'ous festivals. Dr. Kinner has care. 
fully collected all the little sticks and 
feathors that have religious potency in 
the eye of the Moki, and they constitute an 
interesting und novel feature of fil, Indian 
collection.
